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Daring Conquest

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VIATION circles in Europe and 
America have been greatly stirred 

by the exploit of M. Durafour, a 
Swiss aviator, in flying in his Caudron 
biplane to a point on Mont Blanc, 
14,000 feet above the level of the sea. 


The feat has been paralleled before in 
a balloon, but it had been thought too 
risky for an airplane to attempt owing 
to the unknown action and. direction 
of the air currents in such cold and 
high altitudes. Durafour, however, ac- 
complished the feat, landing, as the 
pictures show, at a point only very 
little below the highest peak of the 
mountain. That it was not an easy 
task can be seen from the aviator’s 
own description. 

“The danger of air pockets,” he said, 
“was great. I steered my Caudron 
toward a snowfield and firmly ‘decided 
to land or perish in the attempt. The 
machine was caught in an eddy and 
flung violently toward a yawning cre- 
vasse. With great difficulty I was 
able to regain control just in time, and 
a few seconds later alighted on the 
snowfield as gently as on an aero- 
drome. Not for a million francs would 
I attempt such a flight again.”

convened at the Mansion 
House, Dublin, Mr. De 
Valera (indicated by 
cross), the head of the 
movement for Irish inde- 
pendence, is shown mak- 
ing a striking address in 
which he held firm for 
the principle of an Irish 
Republic. On the dais, 
left to right, are: Eamon 
Dugan, J. O’Kelly, Pro- 
fessor MacNeill, who 
presided; Desmond Fitz- 
gerald and Frank P., 
Walsh. In the discussions 
that followed De Valera’s 
position was upheld and 
was embodied in the an- 
swer to the propositions 
of Lloyd George, the Brit- 
ish Premier. Much more 
had been offered in those 
proposals than would 
have been sanctioned a 
year ago by British pub- 
lic opinion. Ireland had 
been offered a form of 
Dominion rule that gave 
her practical autonomy. 
The only reservation 
made was that in mili- 
tary and naval affairs 
the Crown would retain 
its authority. This, as 
was pointed out, was nec- 
essary for the protection 
of the British Isles as a 
unit against the possible 
attacks of a foreign en- 
emy. It is evident thav 
if Ireland could be used 
as a base for an enemy 
fleet the security of the 
realm would be endan- 
gered. Nevertheless this 
reservation was refused 
by the Dail Eireann and 
the answer to the British 
Government reit er ated 
the demand for absolute 
independence. Im me di- 
ately upon the receipt ot 
this answer a meeting of 
the British Cabinet was 
called and a letter was 
dispatched by Lloyd 
George declining abso- 
lutely to entertain the 
proposal for indepen- 
dence. The Premier 
pointed out that in this 
refusal he was sustained 
by the general opinion of 
the world. His position 
was strengthened by a 
statement of Jan Smuts, 
Premier of the South 
African Union, who had 
been active in the Irish 
negotiations, that in his 
judgment the British pro- 
posals were all that could 
be fairly expected by 
Ireland.

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Recent Interesting “Finds” in Egyptian Explorations 


SEPTEMBER 8, 


GYPT, land of mystery, 
ah and antiquity, 
has recently yielded up 
many of its treasures to an 
expedition of the Egypt Ex- 
ploration Society. The exca- 
vations have been carried on 
at Tell-el-Amarna on the site 
of the old city of Akhetaton. 
This was built in the four- 
teenth century B. C. by King 
Amenophis IV. He was the 
founder of a new monotheistic 
religion that differed radical- 
ly from the polytheistic sys- 
tem identified with most of 
the history of ancient Egypt. 
Just as the discoveries at 
Pompeii and Herculaneum 
have revealed to us many in- 
timate details of 














social and domestic 
life among the Ro- 
mans, these recent 
explorations in 
Egypt have brought 
to light interesting 
features of life 
among the old 
Egyptians of more 
than three thousand 
years ago.
